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ed Canadian citizen, with a voting power of exactly the ' 
aanie strength as the ablest and most devoted Canadian 
patriot. I 

It all seems too easy, Lacking entirely in the dignity 
which should be associated with the achievement. Citizen¬ 
ship has too often teen thrust upon foreign settlements, 
without their having any Appreciation of what it should 
mean, or having made any effort to attain it. They repre¬ 
sented potential votes for some party. 

It may easily be that they may also represent a voting 
strength which can become dangerous. Canadians are re¬ 
luctant to see anything but good in the foreign settlements, 
which occupy such vast tracts of the prairie country. But 
there has been evidence in the recent past that many Euro¬ 
peans still maintain very tenacious links with their old 
Iftnds, and that the mere act of becoming “good Canadian 
citizens^” does not dimmish or weaken those links. Hither¬ 
to, there has been a casual acceptance on the part of native 
Canadians that such ties existed, and no harm would come 
of it-. Anyway personal freedom is a part of democracy. 

But an uneasiness has made itself felt of late. The ties 
are not merely sentimental. They are vehicles for bring¬ 
ing in /to Canada all sorts of ideologies, directly opposed 
to those on which Canada has been built. They are direct¬ 
ly inimical to what the Anglo-Saxon believes. 

It is argued that existing democracy should be so ob¬ 
viously superior to dictatorships, whether Fascist or Com¬ 
munist, that no subversive influences could gain a foothold. 
But the fault has been that many have taken on the pledge 
of loyalty to Canadian institutions, without any concep-' 
tion or appreciation of what these pledgee are or what 
they mean. They have made out a form, and taken an 
oath which are meaningless. 

It would probably be a negation of democracy, to with¬ 
draw voting privileges from any who have already exer¬ 
cised such rights, and it might be difficult to reach any 
agreement on who should or should not vote. But there 
is no question that the franchise has been granted too 
easily in Canada, and may yet be a source of trouble.

WHAT ABOUT WHEAT? 


JT'HEKK is word of another Wofld Conference on wheat, 
in spite of the ineffectiveness of the last great con¬ 
ference. At this stage of world affairs, there seems even 
less hope of reaching international agreements in this or 
any other matter than at the time of the conference in 1932 

It is obvious that Canada is awake bo the danger of an¬ 
other overwhelming surplus, but it is doubtful if European 
countries are equally alarmed. They are making themselves 
self-sustaining in their respective ways, and are naturally 
indifferent to the problem which may be confronting the 
North-American, Australian or Argentinian fanner. A 
rather startling fact which is being emphasized is that 
former importing European countries have not increased 
their wheat acreage as was commonly supposed, but have 
considerably increased the yield per acre. They have not 
diverted land to wheat which might more profitably be us¬ 
ed in' growing other produce. So there is little hope that 
they will greatly reduce present acreage, which is actually 
somewhat less than in pre-war times. Limitation of mar¬ 
kets now and in the near future was faced frankly at the 
prairie conference at Winnipeg, but in all the discussions 
there was no clear “lead” of policy. 'Although possibilities 
of finding uses for wheat other than for feed are a current 
aim, it is pointed out that these possibilities are limited as 
a solution of marketing problems. 

Suggestions included the possibility of increasing ex¬ 
ports to Europe by barter and better trade relations—an 
objective which is by no means sure of success. It was al¬ 
so suggested that tariffs be lowered to reduce farm costs, 
and that a more flexible monetary policy would make ex¬ 
port more profitable. 

But in the meantime each year the crops come oh. Ev¬ 
ery effort is made to increase yield per acre, and surpluses 
will pile up. and the problem grow larger. Amongst many 
farmers is the growing conviction that some form of quo¬ 
ta is almost inevitable. This would not relieve the federal 
government of obligation to assist the Canadian farmer, 
who receives less assistance than fanners in any other ag¬ 
ricultural country. But it would bring the Canadian sur¬ 
plus into reasonable control. Any quota to be fair and 
workable, would be on a sliding scale, bearing lightly on 
the small farmer, and increasing restriction as acreage in¬ 
creased. It would apply only to wheat delivered at the ele¬ 
vator, and in return there should be a guaranteed price, 
adequate to maintain the western home in comfort and 
permit discharge of debt. 


DOING FOR OTHERS 


TMiEY say that the Christmas spirit is definitely over 
as soon as the December bills start coming in. How¬ 
ever, the Christmas spirit was great while it lasted, show¬ 
ing no diminution in kindliness, and a very sincere, if tem¬ 
porary, solicitude for everyone within the gates. The spirit 
of brotherhood which shines so brightly during the season 
which is passing, often brings up the question of whether 
we are advancing along the lines of the golden rule, or 
whether we deceive ourselves by these occasional spurts. 

Nowadays, there are an infinity of organizations for 
charitable and kindly deeds. In an official way, the world 
is very conscious of the needs of fellowman. There is a 
great deal of publicity given to charities, and it is not un¬ 
natural that the modern citizen should think himself a 
pretty generous fellow. 

But delving back through memory, one has the impres¬ 
sion that our forefathers were pretty fine fellows also, al¬ 
though they were much more self-critical and not so self-, 
satisfied. They walked humbly before the Lord, with 
much spiritual wrestlings, and many a doubt. One can re¬ 
call the good works of those old forefathers, which did put 
into effect so practically and quietly the precepts of the 
golden rule. There were endless “bees” for those in dis¬ 
tress. There were countless nights cheerfully sacrificed 
in nursing sick neighbors. There was liberal sharing of 
the few possessions, always bed and board for the passing 
stranger. Neighborly deeds loomed large though the word 
charity was almost unheard of. 

Conditions of living have greatly changed, but the under¬ 
lying principles do not greatly change. There is less de¬ 
pendence on neighbors than there used to be, but in case 
of need the real spirit still survives, ready and waiting for 
expression. 

Today, as a yule, kindliness is on a more general 
impersonal basis. But it becomes personal whenever the 
occasion seems to rise. It might be too much to say that 
our lives are as unselfish and thoughtful as those of our 
forefathers.

West Suffers From Lack of 
Discipline Bennett Tells Ed¬ 
monton Citizens 


To sum up the situation: Western 
Europe is almost our sole market for 
wheat today. She has actually con¬ 
trived to cut her annual overseas im¬ 
ports by about 250,000,000 bushels. 
How has she been able to do that'’ 
Her population increases by at least 
one million a year, needing for food 
and seed at least five or six million 
bushels of wheat, requiring a yearly 
additional acreage of at least 250,000. 
She is absolutely unable to add this 
acreage to her wheat production and 
she is, in fact, not doing it.. According 
to the Food Research institutes 
“W heat Studies,” the per capita utili- 
ation of wheat in Western Europe 
shows no substantial reduction, in 
fact, it shows an increase. 

Another recent study by the same 
competent authority, reveals a some¬ 
what striking increase in yield pel- 
acre over the past forty years in 
Western Europe. I assume, this must 
lie the answer to the apparent conun¬ 
drum. To this type of production ex¬ 
pansion there will, of course, be very 
rigid limitations in the near future. 
Plant and cultural improvement is a 
slow, laborious and often a disappoint¬ 
ing process. It does not proceed like 
a continued story. Meaning that 
Western Europe must presently again 
begin to increase her imports from 
overseas countries or further reduce 
the uniformly low present standard of 
living. A stagnant and even decreas¬ 
ing population js, of course, a .possi¬ 
bility. But, according to-the best au- j 
thorities, this situation lies forty or 
fifty years in the future. Our readers | 
are welcome to any slight consolation I 
they may extract from these lines.

Only by rigid “self-discipline” can 
Canada build its nationhood as a 
strong democracy and resist effective¬ 
ly the challenge of the world’s totali¬ 
tarian powers, Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett 
declared in an address to a cross-sec¬ 
tion of over 400 Edmonton citizens on 
Friday The speaker pleaded for un¬ 
ity and cohesion in the Dominion. 

“The price of liberty is restraint— 
think that over,” Mr. Bennett assert¬ 
ed. “And the price of restraint is dis¬ 
cipline, and western Canada has suf¬ 
fered from a lack of it.” 

On a farewell visit to Edmonton 
before leaving Canada to live in Eng¬ 
land, the former prime minister 
stressed the obligation resting on all 
Canadians to make democracy as ef¬ 
fective and efficient as dictatorships 

'Referring to Western Canada, Mr. 
Bennett said: / 

“Our main troubles in western 
Canada has been that we have attach¬ 
ed such tremendous importance to ma¬ 
terial things. That’s what is the mat¬ 
ter with us.” 

Lieutenant-Governor J. C. Bowen, 
of Alberta, in introducing Mr. Bennett 
at the luncheon, said the greatest 
memorial to Mr. Bennett was Canada 
henself. “He has made a magnificent 
contribution to the life of Canada,’’ 
stated the lieutenant-governor. “The 
impact of his influence will be felt for 
many years.” 

Vast Influence 

President W. A. R. Kerr of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, in thanking the 
former prime minister for his address 
said Mr. Bennett would continue to 
exert a “vast influence” for Canada at 
the heart of the Empire. 

Mr. Bennett told the luncheon 
gathering that the maintenance of 


The end of this month will see the 
expiration of the operation of the 
Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement Act 
in Ontario, Quebec and Maritime 
Provinces. In Manitoba and British 
Columbia the Act will expire on June 
30. In Saskatchewan and Alberta it 
will continue indefinitely. j 

The repeal legislation was passed it 
the last session of Parliament, but its 
operation was delayed to permit of 
the proper winding up of many trans¬ 
actions. The general objection to the- 
Act was that it was passed four 
years ago to meet an emergency in 
the farming districts, and that four 
years was a sufficient time for far¬ 
mers to compose their debts. In the 
mean time there have been no fore¬ 
closures of mortgages on such prop¬ 
erties. It has also been claimed that 
the credit of farmers for general pur¬ 
poses has been modified owing to their 
recourse to the provision of the Act. 

It has been very widely availed of. 
Over 40,000 applications invoking the 
Act related to 240 million dollars of 
debt. These were reduced by sixty 
million dollars, apart from reductions 
of about four million a year in inter¬ 
est rates.—Milverton Sun.

Lethbridge Herald Publishes 
Figures From Lethbridge 
Railway Division, Showing 
Dig Business 


News and Incidents 
In Alberta Towns 


Southern Alberta, served by the J 
lethbridge Railway division, had a 
1938 wheat crop for marketing of 42,- 
000,000 bushels. This was exceeded 
only by crops of 1927 and 1928. In 
the latter year an all-time rdcprd of 
48,1*00,000 bushels was marketed. 

Livestock does not show up so well 
over the previous year. Hog ship¬ 
ments were off 40%. Cattle ship- 
n>ents have not been so large though 
returns arc about the same to the 
ranchers. Anti the big advantage 
which will show up next year is the 
present abundance of feed. The re¬ 
moval of half-cent a pound duty is 
likely to help. 

Wheat produced on the lethbridge 
railway division this year was well 
over double the amount produced a 
year ago. Though the average price 
at the farm is only some 60 cents as 
against about $1.12 a bushel a year 
ago, the value of the crop works out 
to $7,200,000 over last year’s figure. 
Here again, however, there are fac¬ 
tors which should be considered. 
X\ heat at 60 cents a bushel—and a 
pegged price at that—is far from the 
incentive to easy spending that wheat 
a $1.12 a bushel is. A year ago those 
South Alberta farmers who had a 
good crop at a high premium running 
as -high as 25 cents a bushel at times,
